Dicaeum hypofeueum pontifex Mayr. 

New name for Dicaeum everetti Tweed- 
dale, 1877 (late), Ann. & Mag. Nat. Hist., 
(4) XX, p. 537, not Prionochilus everetti 
Sharpe, 1877 (early), Ibis, p. 16. As stated 
previously (Delacour and Mayr, 1945, Notes 
on the Taxonomy of the Birds of the Philip¬ 
pines, Zoologica, 30(12), 1945, p. 114) there 


is no reason for excluding the species agile 
(of which P. everetti Sharpe is a subspecies) 
from the genus Dicaeum. Dicaeum hypoleu- 
cum pontifex Mayr is exactly intermediate 
between obscurum (Luzon) and hypoleucum 
(Sulu-Mindanao). It resembles obscurum in 
the color of the upperparts, but differs by the 
whitish gray underparts and the dark brown 
legs.
